2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
show or fairly suggest an enhanced VSB receiver and method for receiving and decoding an 
input signal including main data and enhanced data transmitted from a VSB transmitter, having 
the combinations as claimed, including a symbol indicator for indicating whether each symbol 
included in the input signal corresponds to the main data or enhanced data, a main VSB 
processor for processing the input signal received from the VSB transmitter in a reverse order of 
the VSB transmitter and outputting a multiplexed data signal, a demultiplexer for demultiplexing 
the multiplexed data signal received from the main VSB processor into the main data and the 
enhanced data, and a supplemental VSB processor for decoding the enhanced data demultiplexed 
from the demultiplexer to obtain original data, as recited in claims 25 and 45. Also, the prior art 
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fails to show or fairly suggest an enhanced VSB receiver and method for receiving and decoding 
an input signal including main data and enhanced data transmitted from a VSB transmitter, 
having the combinations as claimed, including a data attribute generator configured to generate 
data attribute information which indicates whether each symbol included in the input signal 
corresponds to the main data or the enhanced supplemental data, a main VSB processor 
configured to process the input signal received from the VSB transmitter in a reverse order of the 
VSB transmitter using the data attribute information, a demultiplexer configured to demultiplex 
the signal processed by the main VSB processor into the main data and the enhanced 
supplemental data, and a supplemental VSB processor configured to decode the enhanced 
supplemental data demultiplexed from the demultiplexer in order to obtain original supplemental 
data, as recited in claims 55 and 57. In addition, the prior art fails to show or fairly suggest an 
enhanced VSB receiver and method for receiving and decoding an input signal including main 
data and enhanced data transmitted from a VSB transmitter, having the combinations as claimed, 
including a data attribute generator configured to generate data attribute information which 
indicates whether each symbol included in the input signal corresponds to the main data or the 
enhanced supplemental data, a main VSB processor configured to process the input signal 
received from the VSB transmitter in a reverse order of the VSB transmitter using the data 
attribute information, and to output a multiplexed data signal, a main data remover configured to 
remove the main data from the multiplexed data signal in order to output the enhanced 
supplemental data only, and a supplemental VSB processor configured to decode the enhanced 
supplemental data from the main data remover in order to obtain original supplemental data, as 
recited in claims 56 and 58.
